MEETING IN FRANKFURT ON BGFIEND . 



1. Material fro^^ 

a. Morale is still a serious problem among personnel 
arriving in the field. New personnel are apparently sent 
out with false information in regard to the type of work 
they are to do and living conditions. The greatest prob- 
lems arise in cases where people are under unofficial 
cover and hence are deprived of candy bars and chewing 
gum available to others through PX sources. Pay and al- 
lowances are subjects of chronic trouble as new personnel 
are generally under the impression that they are to re- 
ceive more than they actually do. In connection with the 
FIEND vessel, there was a great deal of trouble because 
the crew believe that they were told that they would be 
based at a Naval base, would have full PX privileges, 
that a U. S. submarine would follow the vessel around to 
protect it, and that automobile transportation would be 
placed at their disposal when ashore. Much of this false 
information appears to have been received by them from a 
man named Sam* 

b. Morale among the German staff is deteriorating be- 
cause new arrivals from the U. S, are not able to secure 
housing in the areas in which we are working. Because of 
the increased size of the military establishment, the Army 
is not making housing available even to military personnel. 
It is, therefore, undesirable to send people with families 
to Germany.

d. Operation of training schools. The entire FIEND 
staff and/' J agree that with the present training 

staff and cSministrative staff available^ctnder--FIQffi-a»d 
STAIR, it is impossible to operate the “ — 
simultaneously. Splitting the present 
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separate FIEND and STAIR groups would leave bot^_ groups 
incapable of conducting the necessary courses. ( 
proposed a consolidated camp with both Spiders and Dreamers 
receiving training in the same area. I indicated that this 
is an undesirable arrangement. 



e* In connection with the proposed centralized control 
of training establishments in Germany under EDICT, it was 
concluded that the user must control the training program 
and curriculum* In other words, the project chiefs must 
be in a position to select and plan the training required 
for the men to be used in their operations. 

f «f "1 recommends that put in charge 

of the school following the former's departure, as he is 
the best person to have there for training the next Spider 
class* It was agreed that a more suitable man to head the 
school should be sent out as soon as possible in order to 
prevent the disintegration of the excellent establishment 
which\ \ias set up* 



2* General Discussion* 

a* It is essential that the liurnau Estate be retained 
for training purposes, as any attempt to move the school 
from this estate to another place would probably set train- 
ing back two to three months. The new school in the Heidi o- 
berg area should be manned with new personnel as the in- 
structors and other members of the Kurnau school staff are 
established locally and a move to another area would im- 
pose a hardship on them* 

b. The new camp needs a commanding officer, or heed 
of the es t a bl is h ment , four instructors, an administrative 
officer who speaks German, and two administrative charac- 
ters to handle the necessary paper work end local support 
activities. These administrative personnel will also be 
able to provide the administrative support for several 
»A training houses within commuting distance of the main 
camp. 

c. i/T training houses would need a Communications 
Division supervisor who could provide general supervision 
over several such houses. Each house needs one v./T trainer, 
ono administrative and general support and handyman charac- 
ter to have general responsibility for the building, the 
operation of the mess, etc (in some instances it may be 
possible for the ¥»/ T trainer to have general supervision 
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over the operation of the house* but in such case he will 
need a law-level assistant to do such jobs as taking care 
of the heating* etc)* one cook, mid one Aiaerleaa staff 
afsther on a part-tlm basis #10 will be in a position to 
provide instruction in the use of procedures, ciphers, etc. 

d. Consideration should be given to the possible

In fact, from one point of 
view, there say be a certain advantage in joint training 
since It will make it clear to the students that their 
operations arc part of a very mch larger effort and this 
realisation may have a certain propaganda value.
